Ten intoxicated young men went to sleep 
in a stuffy little box of a shanty at 2302 
Market street early Thursday morning. 

Fire broke out at 4 o'clock, about an hour 
and a half after the last man had sunk 
into stupor. One of the men, James Ho- 
gan, was baked to death. Another, Basil 
Carroll, is in the City Hospital so badly 
burned that a priest has administered to 
him the sacrament for the dying. A third, 
James Kennofick, is also in the hespital, 
but his injuries are not fatal. 

The remaining seven, three of whom were 
strangers to all but Hogan and Carroll. 
and Whose names cannot be learned, man- 
aged to get themselves aroused and to rol) 
out on the sidewalk. The other four, whose 
names are known, were John O'Connor, Ea 
Ratchford, Ed Dunn of 2015 Chestnut street, 
Michael J. Ryan of 2940 Laclede avenue an 
Willlam Casey of 2918 Laclede avenue. All 
those who escaped were more or less blis- 
tered and scorched. 

The shanty at 2302 Market street had been

to business. The shanty was about 6 by 9 
feet in dimension and opened off the street.

The present is truly an era of life-taking 
in St. Louis. Tragedy is impelling trag- 
edy The alienist’s explanation would be 
crime by suggestion. The brutal Callaway 
murder has caused a suicide. 

Willlam A. Churchell, a bookkeeper out of 
employment, committed suicide-by g§wal- 
lowing lauduanum Wednesday evening in 
his rooms at the fashionable Windeck 
apartment house, 4323 West Morgan street, 
while in a de spondent mood caused by ab- 
sorbing the morb!d details of the Callaway 
trazedy which drove him to the gloomy 
bel@f that the domestic infelicity in his 
own life waa . parallel) to the marital 
troyMes in the Callaway case, 

It would be Moe and brutal to the dead 
man to infer that he deliberated between 
murder and sguic.de, but he did leave a let- 
ter for his young wife attributing his sul- 
cide to alleged equivocation and improper 
behavior on her part and beseeching her to 
shape her future life in the ways of Chris- 
tlanity. In h‘s farewell note he tells his 
wife in effect that had he wreaked a right- 
eous vengeance he would not have been 
called a Callaway. 

The suicide was-27 years old, The wife, 
Lizzie H. Churchell, who separated from 
him three months ago, is apparently sev- 
eral years his junior. She has lived with 
her widowed mother at 8733 Finney ave- 
nue «ince the separation. The couple had 
heen rnarried but little over _a year. No 
children.are left to bear the stain of a sul- 
cide father. 

Churchell calmly delibeated on taking his 
life and went about it slowly and system- 
atically. Miss Boyd states that he made 
two attempts at suicide during the brief 
period of the ‘ir married life. From the cir- 
cumstances zg his death it is evi- 
dent the latest ire for eelf-destruction 
within the man s aroused to successful 
action by his peg&fsal of the tales of the 
Callaway crime. 

All of the rece issues of the local news- 
pepers were found with Churchell’s farewell 
note with their pages opened at the stories 
of the Callaway tragedy. 

Churchell’'s act was discovered by other 

uests at the Windeck before death came, 
But he was unconscious. Physiciana werg 
surnnioned hastily and stomach pumps ap 
plied. But the despondent man had made 
certain of succees by taking a great quan- 
tity of the poison into his system. He had 
disrobed and was found lying on his bed. 

The explanation of the deed, the note on 
the table, made it all plain. The missive 
was enclosed in a black bordered envelope 
bearing the following inscription, neatly 
printed with pen and ink:

DID SHE SPY ON SAXTON? 


EVIDENCE THAT SHE FEARED 
HER LIFE WAS IN DANGER. 


The Prisoner’s Face and Manner Give 
Potent Signs of the Fact That 
the Trial Is Wearing 
Upon Her. 


From a Post-Dispatch Sta” Correspondent. 
CANTON, O., Apgil 13.—The State moved 


its witnesees farther down the line to-day 


in the trial of Mrs. George, leaving an 
opening for the defense that has not even 
been suggested heretofore by the many 
prophets and sons of prophets in Canton. 
In the course of evidence it wage learned 
that Mrs. George had told at least one wit- 

‘ss and perhaps others that Saxton had 

one time kicked her downstairs. 

She had expressed a fear that he might 
Go it again and had sought the protection 
of a police officer the night 
tragedy. The ineistence shown by Mr. 
Welty upon,these points in cross-examina- 
tion suggests the theory that self-defense 
may be the final plea if the State's case is 
drawn too close for a 
any connection with the tragedy. But this 
is merely a theory, and Mrs. George's law- 
yers are as close-mouthed as 
Questioned as to the actual line of defense. 
They only say that the State’s cvidence 
thus far was anticipated months ago, and 
on the crucial point—the alleged discovery 
of Mrs. George's revolver—they promse to 
bring evidence that will reduce the impor- 
tance of that testimony to atoms. 

Mrs. George to-day saw hers<lif placed in 
the role of a woman ecorned, The pas- 
gion which lurks behind those great expres- 
ive eyes leaped forth in fiery elaneces, At 
the «lose of the morning session her un- 
Gitterable scorn for the witness who had 
told of her spying upon Saxton and Mrs. 
Althouse Was apparent in every line and 
feature of her flushed countenance.

Dispatch correspondent as she stood trem- 
bling with the anger that was in her heart, 
Her friends, too, were quite as angry, and 
the rush of outstretched was more 
marked than usual, T y. the gossiping 
women who endured hes of this op- 
pressive April air were rewarded for their 
Lirne. 

They may now turn to their more oon- 
gervative friends and say, “Why, I fold 
you that years ago.”

NO GREATER CHICAGO. 


ILLINOIS ASSEMBLY KILLS THE 
EXPANSION MEASURE. 


TOO LATE FOR NEW EFFORTS. 


Senate Reconsiders the Lincoln Monu- 
ment Bill and Decides to Merely 
Repair the Present Pile. 


SPRINGFIBDLD, Ul., April 13.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly has killed the two measures 
for a Greater Chicago, and that 
city will have to keep itself well within 
the lines of Cook County, and not spread 
to the boundaries as it wanted to. 

No measure for the enlargement of the 
city will be go® through this General As- 
sembly. The const‘tutlonal amendment res- 
olution came up in the House for final ac- 
tion, and failed of adoption, yeas 66, nays 
45. lacking the necesary two-thirds vote. 
This resolution contemplated the exten- 
sion of the city limits of Chicago to the 
county lines. Then the Humphrey resolu- 
tion. as adopted by the Senate, which pro- 
vided merely for annexation of townsnips 
by vote of the people thereof, was defeated 
—yeas 74, nays 58. With this the fight was 
abandoned. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
made a report on the Lincoin Monument 
bill recommending that the podan for a 
million-dollar monument be abandoned and 
that $100,000 be appropriated for the repair 
of the present structure. The opposition 
to:the removal of the President's remains 
and the uncertainty regarding the attitude 
of the National Government toward the en- 
erprise is responsible for the abandonment 
of the plan to erect a new monument. 

The Senate to-day passed the House bill 
(Drew's) “prohibsting the use of decep- 
tion, misrepresentation, false advertising 
and false pretenses and unlawful force In 
the procuring of employes to work in any 
department of labor in this State and fixing 
penaities 
thereof." 

The sugar baunty bill is dead. 
the Scnate, but was reconsidered yesterday, 
amd then postponed, which is equivalent to 
its defeat.
